Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 ,1 14. Applicant's submission filed on October 
6, 2003 has been entered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 



3. Claims 1 1-14, 17, 19, 21-24, 27, 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Han (5,676,315). 

Han discloses a sprinkler comprising: an outer housing 13; a riser 15; a nozzle 
31 ; a plurality of mating case member 51 , 72, 73; a drive mechanism 25; a first and 
second filter 43. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-10, 20 are allowed. 
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5. Claims 15, 16, 18, 25, 26 and 28 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed July 28, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's argument directed to the recitation "entirely mounted" and "entirely 
enclosing" is moot in view of Han as applied above where element 51 is considered an 
element of the "mating case member"/"self-contained drive subassembly" of claims 1 1 
and 21 respectively.
